Two Men Killed und the KxprchH Car 


Rifled. 


Los ANGELES, Cal., February 1(1 — 


Train No. 20, leaving here north-bound 
at 10:45 last night, was held up at 
Koscoe Station by three men. En- 
gineer Thomas and Fireman Masters 
were hurt. At 2 o'clock this morning 
a surgeon was dispatched on an engine 
to attend to the injured. A wrecking 
train followed. The engine went down 
a bank ten feet and Engineer Thomas 
jumped and ran. Fireman Masters 
was pinioned between the cab and 
tender and died as he was being taken 
out. 


Harry Edgar, express messenger in 


charge of Wells, Fargo & Co.'s car, and 
the only peruou in it, gave his version 
of the affair as follows: 


"The first thing that I knew was that 


there was a terrible shock, and I at 
once knew that there was a wreck, but, 
of course, did not know what was the 
matter. Ths explosion of a dynamite 
bomb was the next thing I heard at the 
right-hand door. I was standing near 
the center of the car when the bomb 
exploded. It scattered the door into 
splinters and the whole car was full of 
smoke. The robbers began shooting at 
oace, warning me in the meantime to 
open the door quickly or 'we shp.ll 
blow'you to Hell.' They shoved a rifle 
into the door, and I obeyed them under 
penalty of death. Two robbers came 
in and got all they could. I opened 
the Wells, Fargo box and they took 
what little silver there was. I saw only 
two men. 


" Besides Arthur Masters, the fire- 


man, an unknown ti-amp was killed. 


The Wells, Fargo Express car was 


rifled of its entire contents. 
There 


were only two robbers." 


James H. Pocey, one of the two men 


who were stealing a ride on the pilot 
of the train said: "The first thing I 
saw, just before the train reached the 
left main track, was a torch flaming up 


short distance ahead, and a man wav- 


ing a flag. The engineer did not stop. 
As we passed the man with a torch he 
tired two shots, one in the air and the 
other at the engineer. Almost im- 
mediately afterwards I was hurled 
from the pilot as the engine left the 
track and fell into the ditch. When 1 
recovered 
consciousness I heard a 


dull sound, which I subsequently 
learned was the explosion of dynamite 
in the express car. I at once returned 
to the train to help the injured fire- 
man from the wreck. I distinctly saw 
the robbers. One was a short thick set 
man, 
about five feet six inches in 


iieight, the other was several inches 
taller and slim. Bot i wore black hats 
slouched, and masks. The taller of 
the two was armed with a rifle. The 
other had two pistols."

turn gave way to George. George spoke 
for confirmation, White against. 


Peckham's nomination was rejected 


—31 to -10. 


In the House Cuturnings, Chairman 


of the Committee on Naval Affairs, pre- 
sented as a question of privilege, the 
report of bis Committee on Boutelle's 
resolution calling upon the Secretary 
of the Navy to inform the House by 
what authority instructions were issued 
placing armed naval forces of 
the 


United States and the use of its ensign 
under the control of James H. Blount; 
also to furnish the House copies of all 
orders, directions, instructions or of- 
ficial suggestions issued by him since 
March 4, 1893, concerning the move- 
ments of naval forces in Hawaii. He 
explained that the Committee recom- 
mended the passage of the resolution 
amended so as to call for all orders 
since March 4,1892, instead of 1893. 


He yielded a moment to Boutelle, 


who urged the passage of the resolu- 
tion, which, ho said had already been 
delayed six weaks. The information 
called for by it, he thought, should 
have been before the House when the 
Hawaiian resolution was being de- 
bated. 


The resolution was adopted without 


division. 


Bland moved to go into Committee 


of the Whole on his Seigniorage bill, 
and pending that, that debute on it 
close at 3 p. M., and moved the previous 
question therein. He was appealed to 


to allow more time for debate, bat re- 
mained obdurate, declaring that the 
opponents of the bill had already fili- 
bustered away two days, and he under- 
stood they intended to obstruct the 
bill at every stage. On rising to a vote 
the result was 99 to nothing, the Be- 
publioans and opposing Democrats not 
voting. 


A point of no quorum was made and 


the ayes and nayes were demanded, re- 
salting in 140 to 5, or 34 less than a 
quorum, making it evident that Bland 
will be unable to get a quorum to-day.

Storm Waves — Weather Indications— 


trem«t» of Temperature, etc.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., February 16. — My 


last bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
waves to cross the continent from 
the 23d to 27th, and the next will resich 
the Pacific coast about tha 28th, cross 
the western mountains by the close of 
March 1st, the Great Central valleys 
from March 2d to 4th and the Eastern 
States about the 5th. 


The warm wave will cross the west- 


ern mountains aboat February 28th, 
the Great Central valleys about March 
2d and the Eastern States about the 
4th. The cool wave will cross the 
western mountains about March 3d, 
the Great Central valleys about the Oth 
and the Eastern States about the 7th. 
This cool wave will grow moi-e severe 
as it progresses eastward. 


A large amount of rain is expected 


in most partb o£ the United States 
during the month of March, causing 
extensive floods in parts and farmers 
should prepare for a cold, wet, back- 
ward spring. 


WEATHER INDICATIONS. 


Those who strive to find a defect in 


long range weather forecasts in order 
that they may play the critic are not 
pursuing a course that will benefit 
themselves or tho public. The time 
will probably never come when weath- 
er forecasts will be perfect, but enough 
of the causes have been discovered to 
make these forecasts 
of 
practical 


utility, and prospects are very bright 
for more rapid progress than ever 
before. 


Not many years ago it was believed 


that all weather changes were local, ac- 
cidental, coming from every direction 
and with no regular periods, a real 
world of chance in reference to the 
weather. 


Now 
it 
is well understood that 


weather changes regularly progress 
across the continent from west to east 
in periods of from three to eight days, 
of which the five and six day periods 
being the priucipal changes, are given 
iu these weather bulletins. 


It is farther known that the storm 


wavea move around the earth in about 
twenty-nine days and the time is prob- 
ably not very far away when we can 
point out, in advance, tho path of each 
storm wave across our continent, across 
the Atlantic, through Europe and Asia, 
across the Pacific, again reach ng our 
own western coast and beginning anew 
its ceaseless round in its allotted time, 
but along another path because of the 
changed electrical conditions brought 
on by the changing conditions of the 
sun, moon and planets. 


The weather student who desires to 


be benefitted, rather than to criticise, 
has learned that the weather changes 
come, with a few exceptions, within 
one day of tho dates given in these 
bulletins, and millions of people in the 
United States take these bulletins as 
their guides. 


WEATHEB SIGNS. 


But those who study the weather 


signs, always hung out in the atmos- 
phere, will be most benefited. Specif- 
ic rules cannot be given for all cases, 
aud therefore it is necessary to under- 
stand basic principles in order to 
secure the greatest 
benefit. Many 


people, through a lack of knowledge, 
violate the laws of our country. Spe- 
cific laws cannot be made for every 
case, but those who have learned the 
underlying principles of government 
have a sure guide by which to deter- 
mine whether an act is criminal. So i+ 
is in meteorology. To know 8 few of 
the basic principles will greatly aid in 
determining future 
weather events 


some of which cannot be covered by 
specific forecasts. 


The low barometers are fed from 


the high barometers. One of these 
feeders is located northeast of Winni- 
peg and when a low approaches from 
the Pacific ocean the high in western 
Canada increases in force and after tho 
low passes to the eastward, a part of 
the Canadian high breaks away from 
its moorings and follows the low, usual- 
ly passing into the permanent high 
over the north Atlantic. 


When the low is passing down the 


eastern slope of the Kocky Mountains 
it includes an increase of the north 
Atlantic high on the Atlantic coast, 
usually south of New York, and from 
this often occur mild rains one or two 
days befora the regular storm wave is 
due. 
It is necessary for those living 


in the southern States to understand 
this feature as it cannot always be in- 
cluded in these bulletins. These south- 
ern raina will often occur on the days 
given in the daily forecasts as moder- 
ating or warmer, or the day before the 
warm wave is due. Careless readers 
will sometimes misunderstand the pre- 
dictions for cooler and clearing days 
or the day on which the cool wave is 
due. Often the heaviest rains and 
snows fall as the cool wave comes in 
and it is a common remark that we 
would have cooler weather if it would 
rain. The reverse is true, for it is the 
change from a high to a low, or from a 
low to a high, that causes rain aud the 
change in the temperature is a result, 
not of rainfall, bat of the barometic 
changes. This change is caused by a 
reversal of the electric currents, the 
latter going up in the low and coming 
down in the high. Most rain falls on 
the line between those reversed cur- 
rents. 


EXTREMES OF TEStPEBATUBE. 


Our warm winters and hot summers 


are caused by the lows crossing the 
continents far to the north, and our 
cold winters and cool summers by the 
lows crossing far to the south. Usual- 
ly the winters of Europe are cold when 
our winters are warm, and oars cold 
when their's are warm. The immediate 
cause is that when the lows crops ou,r

continent far to the south they cross 
Europe far to the north, which gives 
ua the cold and Europe the warm 
winter and when our lows cross far to 
the north they, on reaching Europe, 
take southern paths and then we have 
the warm and Europe the cold winters. 


The immediate cause of these lows 


running north on our continent and 
south in Europe, is an increase in the 
force and dimensions of the perpetual 
high which covers the north Pacific 
ocean and at the same time a decrease 
in the force and dimensions of the 
north Atlantic perpetual high, When 
we learn the lawa that govern the 
changes in those two perpetual high 
barometers, we will have the key to 
cold and warm winters. 


I am in pursuit of that key and ex- 


pect soon to more completely possess 
it. I have no doubt that the moon and 
planets constitute the cause, but some 
of the combinations have not yet been 
found. 


For determining the laws of cold 


winters I am using the weather record 
of New Bedford, Massachusetts, which 
has been recorded three times a day 
since January 1, 1818, making a daily 
record of eighty-one years.

THE SCHOOL CHILDREN'S FETE. 


Everything talked of now is the 


grand fete prepared for all the school 
children of' the C'ty. The Examiner 
in its generosity has decided to give 
evei-y child such an outing at Sunset 
City that they will remember it many 
years. 
The concessionaires, not will- 


ing to be outdone, have joined and 
agreed to open wide their doors to 
their several entertainments and in 
this way contribute in making it a red 
letter day in the lives of many of the 
children. The Metropolitan Electral 
Bailway has offered its cars free to all 
the children who care to reach the park 
by the tenth gate. When one stops to 
consider there are over 23,000 children 
to be transported to and from the park 
and to be entertained from early morn- 
ing until evening, one will begin to 
realize what a gigantic scheme the 
E.cmnlner has undertaken. 


BUILDINGS YET INCOMPLETE. 


The grounds are fast approaching 


completion, but in the large buildings 
chaos reigns supreme. It seems as if it 
must take weeks yet to get everything 
in place. The question of reducing the 
gate fee is being agitated, many believ- 
ing a reduction will double the number 
in attendance and give the concession- 
aires a better opportunity to realize 
something, four of the sideshows 
have been attached.' 


Not many days ago war was declared 


in Cairo Street. The inhabitants of 
this famous street finally came to some 
kind of an agreement whereby the 
shops, play-houses, dance and music 
halls were opened again. The cry is 
hard times, and many who are desirous 
of visiting the fair cannot afford a 
penny more than the present gate fee; 
therefore they must rest content with 
going just once and only inspecting 
the buildings that are free to the mul- 
titude. The electric tower and fount- 
ain are not yet complete. The daz- 
zling beauty of the fountain \vill amply 
repay us all for the long delay in get- 
ting it in readiness. The tower, with 
its 30,000,000 candle power lights, will 
be worth a long journey to see. It is 
said a newspaper can be read by the 
light at a distance of six miles. This 
seems rather hard to believe, but at 
the Midwinter Fair everything goes. 


MANY VISITORS. 


The town is full of visitors and those

BEAUTIFULLY ILLUMINATED. 


The lighting of the buildings with 


electricity" was eminently successful. 
The most beautifully arranged part of 
the illumination was the Administra- 
tion building.

and white. The yellow lights resemble 
golden nuggets, sparkling upon a white 
background. From the north end of 
the court the buildings present a most 
charming picture. The beauty of the 
scene is materially enhanced by the 
allegorical fountain, which sends its 
many crystal sprays dancing and 
gleaming in the soft radiance of the 
lights. 


THE FOUNTAIN 


Is worthy of particular mention. This 
huge piece of masonry is supported by 
four large sea lions.

Dr. Mullen was a native of Missouri, 


and, as near as can be ascertained at 
this writing, was 48 years of age. 
He served in the Union army and a 
few years ago was granted a pension. 
He had been a sufferer from dropsy for 
several years, but for some months 
past had been in unusually good health. 
His parents are living and about two 
years ago visited him at this place. 
He has a sister residing in Chicago and 
a brother residing in Indiana. 
He 


practiced his profession here for some 
years past and had several warm 
friends. He remarked to his compan- 
ion, Mr. Gordon, on more than one oc- 
casion that he expected to die in a 
peaceful slumber. 


His parents, who reside in St. Louis,

Xo Cum uo fuy 


The Trials and Final Reward of an Eng- 


lish Curate In the Eighteenth Century. 
Extracts From a Diary TVlilch Tell » Ttla- 
ma! Tale of Privation. 
A great deal is beard from timo to 


time abont tho underpaid clergy. 
It 


luis been recently said by an English 
writer «>t'it "thei-e are many clerks in 
holy ordA-rf who receive less than clerks 
in linen draper's shops." This is es- 
pecially ti-ue in Europe, where the cler- 
gy, or at least the curates, are paid 
snch miserably poor stipends that but 
for the generosity of the parishioner? 
they cotild not live. 


In the United States, too, the clergy- 


man, usually a college bred man of tal- 
ents and refinement, receives a salary 
altogether out of proportion to his call- 
ing an-"! his ability. 
This remark does 


not apply to ihe clergy in the large cit- 
ies, ti. many of whom are paid very 
largo f.r.'.arierf. 
In New York city, for 


example, it 
IH said that there are 100 


ministers v.-lio receive salaries of $10, 
000. and many of them have rectories or 
parish honsus freo in addition. 
But 


in the country towns, east and west 
alike, tho minister who gets $2.000 is a 
rare exception. Many, perhaps the ma- 
jority, donotreccivo as much asifl.OOO. 


While the reflection may not prove of 


tangible benefit to th«se underpaid serv- 
ants in tho highest of callings, still it 
is interesting to know that in a social 
and iu a financial way, and in the self 
respect consequent upon these condi- 
tions, the clergyman of today ia vastly 
better olF than tho chaplain or curate 
of a century ago. 
In point of abject 


poverty there are no vicars of Wake- 
field today, nor any chaplains who fig- 
ure an .lOHtt'rs or buffoons, as did many 
ui tiu more favored oneaof Goldsmith's 
day. 


Tho following extract from The Gen- 


tleman's Magazine of 1760 shows how 
poor was the lot of the curate of that 
time: 


"Monday—Received £10 from my 


rector, heing one-half year's salary; 
obligpd to wait n long time beforo my 
admittance to the doctor, and even 
when admitted wan never once asked 
to sit down or refresh myself, though 1 
had walked 11 miles. 
Item—The doc- 


tor hinted ho could have tho curacy fill- 
ed for £15 a ypar. 


"Tuesday—Paid £9 to seven differ- 


ent people, but could not buy tho sec- 
ondhand pair of black breeches offered 
mo as a great bargain, my wifo want- 
ing n petticoat above all things, «md 
neither Betsy nor Polly having a shoe 
to go to church. 


"Wednesday—My wife bought a pet- 


ticoat for herself and shoes lor her two 
daughters, but unluckily, in coming 
homo, dropped half a guinea through a 
hole which she had never before per- 
ceived in bor pocket and reduced ali 
cnr cash in the world to half a crown. 
Item—Chid my pwor woman for being 
afflicted at tho mist'ortuno and tenderly 
advised her to depend upon the good- 
ness of God. 


"Thursday—Received a note from 


the alehouso at tho top of the hill, in- 
forming me that a gentleman begged 
to speak to me on pressing business. 
Went and found it was an unfortunate 
member ot a stiolling company of play- 
ers, who was pledged for sevenpence 
half penny. 
In a struggle what to do. 


The baker, though wo had paid him bu1 
on Tuesday, quarreled with us, to avoid 
giving any creel it in future, and the 
butcher sonr ns word that he heard il 
whispered how the rector intended to 
take a curate who would do the parish 
duty at an inferior price, and therefore, 
though ho would do anything to serve 
mo, advised mo to deal at the upper end 
of 
tho town. 
Mortifying reflections 


these, but a want of humility is, in my 
opinion, a want of justice. The Father 
ot Iho nmverso lends his blessings to 
ns, with a view that we should relieve 
one another, and we consequently do 
no moro than pay a debt when we per- 
form an ac't of benevolence. 
Paid the 


stranger's reckoning out of the shilling 
in my pocket and gave him the re- 
mainder of the money to prosecute his 
jourmiy. 


'Friday—A very scant dinner, and 


protended thcre-f^u- to be ill, that, by 
avoiding to-i.,t. i might leave some- 
thing likec" 
••; 'i tor my poor wife and 


children 
1 told my wife what 1 had 


dono with the shilling; the excellent 
creature, instead of blaming me for the 
action, blessed the goodness of 
my 


heart and burst into tears. 
Mem.— 


Never to contradict her as long as 1 
live, for the mind' that can argue like 
hers, though it may deviate from the 
more rigid sentiments of prudence, ia 
even amiable tor its indiscretion, and 
in every lapse from the severity of 
economy performs an act of virtue, su- 
perior to the value of u kingdom. 


"Saturday—Wrote a sermon, which 


on Sunday 2 preached at four different 
parish churches, and camo home exces- 
sively weaned und excessively hungry; 
no more money than twopence half 
penny in the house, but you seo the 
goodness of God I The strolling player 
whom I had relieved was a man of for- 
tnne, who lu-euleutly heard that t was 
as humane IIH I was indigent, and from 
u gHuerons eccentricity of temper want- 
ed to do me an essential piece of serv 
ice.
